HARVEY-HORR DEBATE. 


The Republican Defends the Cleve- 


land Financial Policy. 

Chicago, July 23.—No appearance of fa- 
tigue or lack of breath showed itself in 
the Harvey-Horr debate when time was 
called for the sixth round today. Mr. 
Harvey led with a vindication of the im- 
portance of the debate, which he said 
‘rested upon five historical reasons: 

First, for two hundred years prior to 
the demonetization of silver in 1873 sliver 
was secking the mints of the world for 
coinage in quantity. 

Second, for two hundred years prior to 
1873 there was no variation between the 
commercial and the legal ration of 15% to 


i. During the twenty-two years since 
i873, however, the two ratios had separated 
widely and gone from 15% tol, to about 
32. to 1. 

Third, for 838 years prior to 1873 the 
quantity ratio between silver and gold 
ranged from 56 of silver to 1 of gol to 4 of 
Silver to 1 of gold, but notwithstanding 
this wide variatian the commercial ratio 
had clung tenaciously to the legal ratio. 

Fourth, the price of silver in the London 


market, as measured in gold, up to 1873 was 
practically steady, while since that date 
silver had declined from 60 pence per ounce 
to 28.7 pence per ounce. 

Fifth, that this violent fluctuation from 
the price of silver had been going on since 
its demonetization and is going on today. 

Mr. Horr did not reply directly to his op- 
ponent, but took up Mr. Harvey’s state- 
ment of yesterday that but one error had 
been found in his work, saying that there 
were myriads of misstatements, not in ex- 
press statements of facts, but by false im- 
plication which any man of sense would re- 
pudiate on sight. At this point Mr. Horr 
created some derision at the expense of Mr. 
Harvey by saying that he did not deny 
that his opponent believed all he has writ- 
ten As a matter of fact it was impossible 
for him to tell what a man in Mr. Har- 
vey’s state of mind might be capable of be-

THEY POUNDED DYNAMITE, 


Killing of Three Men in Chicago by 
an Explosion. 

Chicago, July 23.—lynamite instantly 
killed three men and seriously injured a 
fourth on the drainage canal this afternoon. 
The accident occurred near Willow Spriozs, 
and was caused by a premature explosion 
during the process of tamping. The cead 
are: 

WILLIAM KELLY, thirty-two years old; 
lived in Marquette, Mich. 

THOMAS SOAKER, forty-five years of 
age; lived on Wood street, Chicago. 

JOSEPH SMITH, thirty-five years of age; 
residence unknown, 
~The injured is ‘Matthew Healy, 
years old, severe scalp wounds, 

The men were employed as laborers for 
McArthur Bros. Nearly one hundred men 
were working a short distance away, und it 
is remarkable that more deaths did noi re- 
sult. 

At the time of the explosion the men were 
pounding dynamite sticks into a hole. Sud- 
denly there was a deafening explosion. The 
rock beneath them shot up anid the three 
men were hurled high into the air uwnd fell 
over twenty yards from the point of the ex- 
plosion, mangled almost beyond recogni- 
tion. The gangs of men became panic 
stricken and ran for their lives.

HE DEFENDED THE GOLD STANDARD 


Suid It Is a Beautiful and Glorious 
Thing for Farmers. 


CALLED BIMETALLISTS DEMAGOGUES 


Nothing Said About His Free Coinage and 
Subtreasury Views in 1800—Tne Roths- 
child Bond Deal Also Defended. 


Gainesville, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—Hoke 
Smith's speech has been delivered and the 
people are still as ignorant as ever as to 
how his acceptance of a cabinet position 
compelled a change of the financial views 
Which he held up to the heel of the election 
of 1892. 

He is the administration exponent of the 
platform of 1892, and yet he has ventured 
no explanation of the plank in that plat- 
form condemning the interference of fed- 
eral officials: in politics, which censures 
a republican office holder for being a dele- 
gate in a convention and approves 
the use of the machinery of the postoffice 
department by a democratic official. 

To put it in a word, the things that Hoke 
Smith should have talked about he omitted, 
and the things he did talk about fell 
mighty flat. 

The People Aroused. 

The arrival of The Constitution here this 
morning challenging the secretary of the 
interior to give the ‘“experience’’ of his 
change of heart and to define his improper 
use of the United States mails, and the 
letterheads of his official station to boom 
the property of certain gold-bullion owners, 
was the occasion of much interest as to 
what the secretary would say. Cheap rates 
had been secured to the neighboring 
towns, handbils had been scattered indis- 
criminately and the federal officials resi- 
dent here paraded the county actively to 
bring in a crowd. There is a great deal of 
interestinthe financial question, the crops 
have been laid by and everything conduced 
to the gathering of arespectable and repre- 
sentative audience. There were republicans 
in the large courthouse and tlere were 
populists ennouncing their purpose of 
cheering for all gold standard utterances, 
so as to commit the democrats to them. 
When, added to all this, The Constitution's 
editorial challenged Secretary Smith to a 
defense of his acts, the whole people were 
aroused, and the courthouse held within 
it fully 1,000 people. 

These people, it must be borne in mind, 
were listeners. A stranger had come among 
them, and they are hospitable;.Me was go- 
ing to say something, and they were will- 
ing to listen, but they were under no 
necessity to applaud, unless they approved, 

Juage Kimsey, wh is a free silver man, 
adjourned court upon the appearance of 
Secretary Smith, who was introduced by 
Mr. H. H. Perry, who has aiways been a 
gold man, even in the days of 189), when 
the scales had not fallen from the eyes 
of the secretary in petto. Around imme- 
diately in front of the speaker’s stand, 
closely grouped, were United States Mar- 
shal Dunlap, Assistant District Attorney 
Tinnie Rucker, Assistant Attorney George 
L. Gell, Mr. H. H. Dean, a bank director; 
United States Commissioner Gaston, Mr. 
Walter S. DeWolf, of Atlanta; Judge J. B. 
Estes, of Gainesville, and others whos¢ 
surroupdings explain their sympathies 
on the currency question. To this 
band, joined by net more than twenty-five, 
was the entire cheering confined. In order 
to be perfectly accurate I asked a promi- 
nent officeholder how many he estimated 
joined in the demonstrations of applause. 

“Don't use my name,” said he, “but there 
were not more than thirty in all.” 

This, out of a total audience of 1,000, 
shows that Mr. Smith made no impression 
upon men whose opinions were already 
fixed, who knew that under the gold stand- 
ard all wealth was congested in the east, 
and that the west and the south had to 
make bricks without straws. Every play 
made for applause by the secretary fel 
flat, except with the faithful thirty, led by 
Messrs. Rucker, Dunlap, Dean and Gaston. 
It was not for lack of eloquent flignts or 
forcible speaking, for the speech was well 
delivered. It was because the people. recog- 
nized all through it the sophistry they had 
so often heard, and that they knew a thing 
or two themselves now. 

Chairman Perry Starts the Ball. 

“hairman Perry addressed the audience 
as “Fellow citizens of northeast Georgia,’’ 
and went on to tell of the great struggle 
now going on. 

“How shall we decide this question? I 
have no hesitation tn saying that the side 
which disregards popular clamor and con- 
tends for those higher principles (the gold 
standard) will sweep on to victory.’”’ It 
was here that the thirty hand-clappers 
first made themselves heard, and it was 
right here that the 970 other hearers deter- 
mined’ not to be stampeded into applauding 
that which they did not believe. Mr. Per- 
ry went on to picture Tammany pall as 
ruling the country in 1892, calling for Hill, 
even carrying the delegation from Hall 
county, when Smith saved Georgia; Geor- 
gia saved the democracy, the democracy 
saved the country, and the country has 
been grateful ever since. | 

All of this made Mr. Smith blush and a 
huge white handkerchief saved his embar- 
rassment from the audience. After ex- 
plaining that. it was an invitation that 
brought him here Mr. Smith announced 
that he was going to discuss financial ques- 
tions. 

‘Some,”’ said he, “are for the free, un- 
limited and independent coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 16 tol. TothHis I am op- 
posed. My reasons I will give you.” 

Bat They Were Disappointed. 

A holy caim fell over the audience. There 
were p'asent populists—and democrats, 
too—who had read that letter of Mr. 
Smith’s written in 1890, in which he agvo- 
cated silver in an omnibus fashion, as well 
as “sound” potatoes, corn in a warehouse, 
cotton in transit and a subtreasury which 
covered everything from an onion to a 
mullen stalk. The audience sat and lis- 
tened, but in vain. He had drifted away 
to some of the modern arguments pf Mr. 
Carlisle. 

“All this silver bullion,” said he, “would 
have to be coined at the cost of the tax- 
payers,” though he had not a word to say 
against the people being taxed to coin the 
gold bullion, which he announced on au- 
thority, was soon to be minted, through ‘a 
new process, in a much cheaper fashion. 

“Gentlemen,”’ said the speaker, 
leaning almost haif way over the 
stand, “this is not a question for excite- 
ment, but business.

appearance. It was dug up by Detectives 
Norton and Fitzpatrick a few minutes after 
the regular force of workmen employed in 
excavating had abandoned their task for 


the day.

The district attorney denied that the 
Chicago authorities had asked for Holmes’s 
extradition on the charges of killing the 
Williams and Connor women. He did not 
think that the case there was as good a one 
against the man as.it would be at Toronto. 

“If a requisition for Holmes 4s made 
by the Chicago authorities, will you agrce 
to allow him to be taken there for trial?” 
was asked. 3 

“T hardly expect that a requisition will 
be made,” replied Mr. Graham, “but, in 
the event of a request, we will take steps 
to prevent Holmes’s going there, at least 
until the cases here and in Canada against 
him are disposed of. New developments 
may crop out at Detroit, and it may be that 
Michigan will want the man.” 

It has been suggested that Holmes can 
be saved from the service of requisition 
papers by the authorities here, and on any 
day can be safely lodged in prison to serve 
a sentence for conspiracy to which he has 
pleaded guilty; but, if.the district attorney 
thinks that a conviction can be secured at 
any place upon a graver charge, he will 
ecnsent to have the man sent elsewhere 
for trial, with the understanaing that in 
ense of acquittal Holmes will be returned 
here to be sentenced for his self-confessed 
conspiracy. 

Lawyer Thomas Fahey, who represents 
the interests of Mrs. Pietzel in this city, 
tuday received a letter from the father of 
his client, who, in strong language, ‘states 
that there-are others in connection with 
the mysterious case who should be arrest- 
ed. He stated that he thought all the 
ecnspirators were not yet known, and hints 
that Lawyer Howe, of St. Louis, played a 
more important part in the affair than has 
yet been stated. 

Searching Holmes’s House. 

Chicago, July 23.—Four laborers dug all 
day today ‘in the cellar of the house former- 
ly occupied by H. H. Holmes, at Sixty- 
third and Wallace streets, and found little 
encouragement for their toil. The results 
of the day’s labor were a woman's petti- 
coat, of a small polka-dot pattern, the 
cover of an iron teapot, and a small piece 
of iron, which at first was supposed to 
be a portion of a human skull, but which 
the reporters present would not build a 
story on.

NEW YORK WARNED 


Western States Are Getting Ahead of Her 
at the Exposition. 
IT I$ STRICTLY BUSINESS WITH THEM 


They Are After the South’s Trade 
While New York Sleeps. 


WE WILL RIVAL THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Secretary Wheeler Iniorms His Associates 
That Atianta’s Exposition Will Be Sec- 
ond Only to Chicago’s White City. 


New York, July 23.—The New York state 
commissioners to the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition at Atlanta met in 
The principal bus- 
iness was the examining of plans for the 
State building. A number of these were 
gone over but none was decided on, al- 
though the meeting remained in session 
until after 10 o’clock tonight. Another 
meeting will be held tomorrow, when a 
plan will probably be selected. It was de- 
cided at the meeting to expend $12,000 of 
the $25,000 appropriated on the. building. 

A prize of $100 was offered for the best 
design for a model home for workingmen, 
the cost not to exceed $700. All the de- 
signs submitted will be exhibited on the 
walls of the home, which is to be erected 
on the grounds. 

There were present Commissioners Gray- 
bill, Baker, Snow, Salan and Mrs. Donald 
McLean and Secretary Colonel Wheeler. 
Mr. Gilbert, the general supervisor of the 
exposition, was also present. 

After the meeting Secretary Wheeler 
Stated that New’ York was way behind in 
its exhibits and that St. Louis, Chicago 
and Cincinnati were quietly making great 
efforts to outrival each other. New York 
State has been apathetic and secured little 
space, while these cities have béen hustling. 
He said that unless New York stirred her- 
self she would lose much of her southern 
trade. He said also that while the women’s 
exhibit promises to be one of great excel- 
lence, the New York merchants and man- 
ufacturers were doing very little, apparent- 
ly, being indisposed or failing to realize the 
magnitude of the exposition, which would 
certainly equal the centennial of Philadel- 
phia and in some attractions would rival 
the world’s fair. He gave out. the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The New York commiesioners to the At- 
lanta exposition desire to in#bress the man- 
ufacturers and merchants of New York 
with the fact that it will without doubt 
surpass any previous exhibition in this 
country, excepting the world’s fair at 
Chicago. : 

*“A committee from this Gommission has 
just returned from Atlanta and report that 
they were surprised and gratified at the 
Magnitude of the grounds, buildings and 
the preparations already made. The com- 
missioners regret to learn, however, that 
other states are surpassing New York in 
the matter of exhibits. This is doubtless 
Owing to a lack of information regarding 
the size and importance of this great un- 
dertaking, and they address you now with 
the hope that you will favorably consider 
the Importance and advisement of mdking 
an exhibit of your own. . 

“State committees and delegations of bus- 
iness men from other cities have made and 
are still making visits to Atlanta to secure 
the trade of the south through their ex- 
hibits. We feel it our duty to call your 
attention to this that all interested may be 
prepared to resist their pewerful amd strong 
efforts, which must necessarily result in 
great damage to our southern trade unless 
promptly met and overcome. ‘ 

“The commissioners are satisfied that nc 
such opportunity has ever been presented 
to the people of this state to reach all 
classes of southern trade, to renew, es- 
tablish and continue commercial and social 
relations with the people of the southern 
States as well as with Mexico and the South 
American countries who will be largely rep- 
resented.”’ 


INDIANS WANT REVENGE. 


They Killed Three Whites and Six 
of Their Number Are Dead. 


Chey2nne, Wyo., July 23.—The first ad- 
vices of an authentic nature from the 
scene of the Indian troubles in the Jackson 
Hole region reached Goverror Richards to- 
day in the shape of telegrams sent by 
courier from Marysvale, Wyo., to Market 
lake, Idaho, from Adjutant General S8tit- 
zer, of the governor’s staff, who was sent 
into the region to investigate the troubles 
between the Indians and the whites. One 
message sent Sunday from Marysvale is 
as follows: 

“Scouts who have just come in from the 
mountains report Indians in force at the 
junction of Granite creek and Fall river. 
All passes available by horses are guarded 
by Indians. Captain Smith, a prospector, 
has just come in, wounded in the right 
breast by Indians. Other prospectors are 
being driven in from _the mountains. 
Pickets are guarding the various moun- 
tain passes tonight. Forces are equipped 
ready for a march, and everybody is 
armed.” 

A second message sent yesterday by 
Stitzer from the Teton basin, near the 
Idaho-Wyoming line, suys: 

“Arrived here on return trip. Settlers in 
the basin uneasy. It is reported here that 
many Indians from Fort Hall are leaving 
to join those in the mountains. Indians 
from other reservations are reported join- 
ing them. Letters and couriers have beéii 
sent out by the gackson Hole settlers ask- 
ing for aid, and with those who have re- 
sponded they will go into the mountains tu 
meet the Indians tomorrow. Settlers have 
given up all hopes of saving crops and are 
preparing to take all women and children 
out of the region.” 

Governor Richards states that no move- 
ment of state troops into the Jackson Hole 
country will be ordered until further in- 
formation {fs received. He sent word to- 
day to General Stitzer, who is expected to 
reach Market lake tonight, to report as 
fully as ble on the situation, par- 
ticularly 2s to the success being met with 
by the Indian pclice in inducing the Ban- 
mcks, the only known offenders among 
the Indians, to return to their reservation.

Now That.a link 
has been completed that leads this system 
into Augusta it will be easy to tap Atlan- 
ta’s gateway by way of the Georgia road 
from Augusta. 

For quite awhile rumors have been thick 
that the Coast Line would put on a jine of 
through sleeping cars from Washington to 
Atlanta by way of Augusta, 
up that the plans of the Coast Line con- 
template considerably more than that, 

Mr. Harry Walters, president of this 
splendid system of roads, it is true 
that his company have taken up the mat- 
ter and that it will be decided in the very 
hear tuture. 

“If our Atlanta vestibule is put on,’’ said 
Mr. Walters, “‘it will, of course, be in time 
for the great exposition. I wish 1 could 
say definitely whether our plans will ‘be 
earried out or not, but as matters now 
stand I cannot speak positively. 

“Our general manager is now in Europe 
aitending the meeting of the International 
tailway Association at London, and noth- 
ing be done in tbis matter until he 
returns. <AS back, how- 
ever, we will all get together and see what 
can be done. 

“We are very anxious to put on this 
train, but, of course, will have to be guid- 
ed by practical business arrangements. We 
wouldn't like to undertake it without mak- 
ing our service the very best. At the same 
time we, of course, cannot be expected to 
undertake it unless we could see that we 
would not suffer dreadful loss. It is a plain 
principle of business, and upon that line 
we shall study out the plans we have made 
until we are further satisfied that we can 
carry them out to a success in every par- 
ticular. : 

“it is but simple candor to say that we 
are at some disadvantage in point of dis- 
tance with the other lines from Washing- 
ton to Atianta—the Seaboard Air-Line and 
the Southern. It is true that we are only 
twenty-three miles longer than the Sea- 
board, but this makes us about ninety 
miles longer than the Southern, It is yet 
true that over a great part of our track 
We can, on account of more advantageous 
grade, make*three or four miles per hour 
better time than either the Southern or 
the Seaboard, and can in this way counter- 
act the disadvantage in point of distance. 
But all this wil! have to be looked into 
with closer eye to business, you Know, 

“it will cost us a vast deal to put this 
train on, as we have planned. It wili have 
to be a splendid train in eyery sense of the 
word. We wouldn't think of putting it on 
unless we could make it the best. There 
couid be no half-way ground in the step. 
We would run it on as good time as any 
other line makes with equally as advanta- 

2zous schedules as to hours of arrival and 
departure. 

“I hope we can make the deal. I am 
sure we will if we see our way clear to do 
it without great loss. We will decide the 
matter aS soon as our general manager re- 
turns from Europe.’

Surely, from a railroad standpoint, it 
would se®@m that euch line, after making 
laws to this end, would be best served by 
a man who will enforce the laws—whv will 
make them in rural vernacular, “stand up 
to the rack, fodder or no fodder.’’ 

That’s the kind of a commissioner Stahl- 
man was. 

And that’s the kind of a commissioner 
Finley will make if he is chosen to be 
StahIiman’s successor. By the way, it does 
not seem to be fully realized how close 
Mr. Finiey stands to this place. Many ex- 
claim when they hear his name called in 
connection with the office, ““‘What! elect a 
passenger commissioner to take charge of 
@ great freight organization—how could 
that ever be possible?’ 

Such exclamations evidently come from 
men who don’t know that W. W. Finley is 
a “freight man’’ from the word go; that 
he has spent his entire railroad career in 
the freight offices of some of the greatest 
roads out west, except the term he served 
as commissioner of the Western States 
Passenger Association. He is distinctively 
a “freight man,’ and if the signs of the 
season count for aught he will be pretty 
apt to have the privilege of accepting or 
declining, as he may see fit, the commis- 
sionership of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association.

The Funeral of Dr. M. l.. Litchtenstadt 
Yesterday Afternoon. 7 

The funeral of Dr. M. L. Ltchtenstadt 
occurred from his late residence on “U- 
burn avenue at § o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

Quite a large number of friends and ac- 
Quaintances gathered to pay their last 
tribute of respect to the memory of the 
deceased. Dr. Lichtenstadt enjoyed 4 
wide popularity, due to his elegant and 
courtly mannérs and to the long period of 
his residence in this city. 

Dr. Lichtenstadt came to Atlanta in 
1846 and for nearly fifty years his life was 
indentified with the growth and progress of 
this eity. “When Dr. Lichtenstadt came to 
this place in early manhood the popula- 
tion of Atlanta was scarcely more than 
five thousand people. He applied himself 
with vigor’ to his life’s work and in the 
cotrse of time amassed a targe fortune. 
He met with reverses; however, later on 
and at the time of his death was com- 
paratively a poor man. 

Dr. Lichtenstadt was a member of the 
Atlanta’ Pioneer Society and always took @ 
deep interest in the affairs of that organ- 
ization. Nothing’ pleased him better than 
to talk about Atlanta’s early days and to 
watch the . growing importance of the 
young meatropalis.

““Yet,”” he shouted, “there are a set of 
men charging that Cleveland and his cab- 
inet bave deceived the party.’’ (A pause for 
applause that never came.) 

“These men do not tell the truth—that is 
a gentle word.” {Another unappreciated 
pause.) 

Another play for applause that came not 
was when he said: 

“The men advocating the ratio of 16 to 
1 are fighting for the platform of the pop- 
ulists and against that of the democrats. 

“AS sure as we live to see the next demo- 
cratic national convention, it will declare 
against free silver.” 

He Was “Confused” Once. 

In explaining the difference between 
Standard and pure silver the speaker slip- 
ped slightly by saying that ‘there are 
many people who do not understand the dif- 
ference. I was confused myself at first,’’ 
presumably in 1890, ‘“‘but now I understand 
it.’’ 

At times the speaker lost his temper and 
went into accusations of those. opposed to 
him. “‘The silver men can afford to put up 
money for a campaign,” said he, forgetting 
to complete the sentence by stating that 
the bondholders could afford to do like- 
wise out of the $9,000,000 they made over- 
night in the Morgan-Rothschild deal. 

“! find tomfort in the thought,”’ said the 
speaker, stretching to his full ‘height, ‘‘that 
there will Never be elected a president com- 
mitted to free silver.’’ Here the thirty in 
front used their canes, hands and feet, but 
the dead silence among the 970 behind them 
was ominous, 

Then Secretary Smith tried to resurrect 
the tariff issue, so as to pose Mr. Cleve- 
land as its apostle, who chose rather to 
be defeated than to abandon it. (Six hand 
claps at this point, by actual count.) ‘“‘When 
Cleveland was fighting for you his enemies 


. were fighting for tariff protection. 


“So many talseh»ods have been told,re- 
sumed the secretary, ‘about the bond issue 
that it is hard to follow them. They say 
it was. issuing bonds in time of peace. Why 


don’t they tell you that those bonds were 


issued to fulfill promises amade in war?’ 
The secretaty made no reference to Mr. 
Carlisie’s admission that most of the first 
issue of bonds were utilized to pay current 
expenses instead of taking up bonds or 
keeping up the gold fund. 

Working Up the Enthusiasm. 

Coming to a conclusion Secretary Smith 
pictured Mr. Cleveland as the only man 
sinee the war that had gained recognition 
for the south—in the cabinet, in the su- 
preme court, in honoring her confederate 
heroes. (Wild and genuine applause.)

MR. SMITH’S SPEECH. 


He Defends Goldbugism and 


Cleveland Bonds. 
Gainesville, Ga.. July 23.—Secretary Hoke 
Smith said in substance: 


ee am here in response to your invitation 
to discuss.the financial problem. I shall 
support the national democratic piatform 
and oppose the national platform of the pop- 
ulists: At Chicago, in 1892, the democratic 
party, by its representatives for the entire 
union, voted down, overwhelmingly, the 
proposition of a delegate from Colorado to 
insert in the platform the word ‘free,’ 
which would have made the platform de- 
clare for free coinage of silver. The plat- 
form adopted, when honestly construed, 
condemned the free coinage of silver at 
16. to 1, and the delegates, on the first bal- 
lot, nominated by a two-thirds vote as 
the standard bearer of the party one who, 
in 1885, by a message to congress, had op- 
posed the free coindge of silver and the 
sland-Allison act, and who later—on Feb- 
ruary iv, ls¥l—as a private citizen in a pub- 
lic letter.aeclared the ‘experiment of tree, 
unlimited and independent coinage of sil- 
ver’ to be ‘dangerous and reckless.’ This 
numination empnasized the repudiation by 
= convention of the free coinage of sil- 

er. : 

“L shall also show that this action of 
the democratic party is in pe:fect accord 
with the ‘teachings of Jefferson and Jarck- 
son, but I am unwilling to waste time fol- 
lowing the wordy harangue recently de- 
iivered in our state by that patriot who 
served his country abroad with such distin- 
guished, success as the appointee of Presi- 
dent rrison in the protection of fur 
seals. ' 

“We have been through a panic. Times 
have improved. Without stopping to ac- 
count for the panic it should be borne in 
ming that panics have occurred about ev- 
ery twenty years, usually accompanied 
with distrust of the kind of money used. 
Every panic has developed a party in favor 
of bad money, but with returning prosper- 
ity the party has died. Relief from panics 
has always come through . restoration of 
confidence, not through bad money.” 

Continuing the secretary said in part: 

“Money is a device to facilitate the ex- 
change of commodities.

He said it was immaterial, so far as the 
proposed leg ’slation was concerned, how 
the act of 1873 was passed. 

“It would be folly to bring en disastrous 
consequences for the simple satisfaction of 
repealing a law improperly passed. 

The Crime of ’73 Lightly Discussed. 


‘The claim,” he said, “that the money of 
final payment has been reduced one-half, 
thereby depriving the public of a sufficient 
volume, is simply groundless. We still use 
gold and silver, both, and have more than 
Wwe ag had prior to the passage of the act 
of 1873. 

“The claim, also, that the currency has 
contracted, thereby appreciating the value 
of gold, is shown to be false by the enor- 
mous output of gold last year; it was the 
largest in the world’s history, and amount- 
ed to $181,500,000.” 

The world’s coinage of gold in 1893 rose 
to $232,785,000 and that silver to $135,389,000, 
making the largest yearly coinage in the 
world’s history, with possibly one exception. 

“The world’s stock in full legal tender, 
gold and s‘iver, today is, by the latest sta- 
tistics, $3,965,900,000 gold, and $3,435,800,000 sil- 
ver and it must not be forgotten that even 
though the gold standard may be in force, 
the silver coined furnishes money of final 
redemption to relieve the pressure upon 
gold, just as if it had been coined upon 
a free coinage plan. / 

“The claim that gold has appreciated, 
thereby depreciating the value of products, 


is based upon the theory that the decrease , 


in the value of gilver and in the value of 
products has been contemporaneous. A care- 
ful examination of the facts shows this not 
to be true. The average decrease of com- 
modities since 1873 has been about 20 per 
cent. The heaviest decline has been in the 
line of thoee th‘'»es which the masse of 
the people buy, All these reductions im pricg 


are partly attributable to a lessened cosv 


of production and partly to the recent pan- 
ic. While commod'ties have fallen 20 per 
cent. silver has fallen {0 per cent. 

“The bullion in a silver dollar is worth 
only 52 cents. Twenty-five and eight-tenths 
rrains of standard gold are worth 100 cents. 
It will sell for that all over the world. It 
now constitutes a measure of value in the 
United Sthtes, 2nd as a measure of Value 
is worth, barring the coinage, in round 
numbers. twice as much as the silver coined 
into a dollar. Then why do people exchange 
products for a silver dollar as readily as 
for a gold dollar? Why do they give a 
hundred cents’ worth of commodity for a 
silver dollar when the silver bullion in the 
dollar is worth only 50 cents? It is because 
the government haying started stamping 
41214 grains of silver one dollar, and having 
put them into commerce as worth a hun- 
dred.cents, has felt responsible to keep the 
coined dollar at an exchangeable value 
equal to the stamp put on it—to keep it up 
to the standard of 25.8 grains of gold.” 

The government collects $500,900,000 yearly 
as revenue. 

There are 423,289.000 standard silver doi- 
lars. Of this number, abaut 400,000,000 are 
in circulation. They can pass into the 
treasury in payment to the governme®t 
of obligations due, at their’face value. To 
prevent the number becoming so large that 
this recognition would not sustain their val- 
ue, it was necessarv to limit the number 
of dollars coined. If the world’s s'‘lver 
could be coined into dollars, it would break 
the government to undertake to keep them 
at a value greater than the value of the 
silver bullion put into them. 

What effect would free coinage have on 
silver bullion? Would 412% erains of sil- 
ver become worth as much as 25.8 grains of 
goui? Would free coinage give it an ex- 
changeable value equal to our present dol- 
lar in the markets of ahe world? If the 
value of silver is not doubled by free coin- 
age. then the exchangeable value of our 
new s‘lver dollar must drop to the actual 
value of the silver put Into it. We would 
not have bimetallism, but a gold dollar 
worth twice as much as the silver dollar, 
end the silver dollar would become the 
etandard measure of value. driving the gold 
dollar out of circulation. We would reduce 
our standard one-half. 

Tt was found that the new ratio of 16 to 1, 
established by.Jackson. undervalued silver, 
and shortlw after 1834 this country went 
to the gold standard—25.8 grains of gold 
to the dollar—and has been on it ever since, 
with the exception of the time incident to 
the war. 

Urder the new ratio, after 1834, even 
fractional currency was worth more when 
melted, than its coinage value, and there- 
fore in 1853 ft became necessary to provide 
a fractional currency containing a reduced 
number of grains to the dellar. and their 
legal tender was limited to five dollars. The 
Spanish milled dollar was still in circula- 
t'on, but the highest amount of foreign sil- 
ver by the estimates of the treasury de- 
rartment in circulation at any time, was 
$50_900.°00. 

In 1886 the cold circulation was $214,006.19, 
and subsidiary silver $21,000 000. While 
4,000,000 of silver dollars had been co/ned, 
they had all gone out of circulation, being 
worth more when melted as bar silver than 
their face value. 

He Draws Some Conclusions. 


These fdcts prove that free and unlimited 
ecinage of both metals by the United States 
did not substantially affect the bullion val- 
ue of either metal; and the cheaper metal 
became the standard of value, and the other 
went out of circulatidn. 

If sixty-eight years of experience wth 
free and unlimited coinage of both metals 
showed that by free and unlimited coinag? 
we were unable tu effect. first. the value 
of silvgr, to make it ej.al to gold at the 
ratio of 16 to 1; second, the value of ;:;rold 
to weke it equal to s‘lver at 16 to } when 
the difference in their bullion values was 
ecnly 5 per cent. is it not preposterous to 
claim that free and urlimited coinace tow 
will eo in¢érease the valve of silver when 
the digcrepancy is 50 per cent? 

[It cannot be claimed ‘hat the ‘egislation 
by the United States in 1872 serously affect- 
ed the commercial value of siiver, for since 
that time we have furnished a market ‘or 
$600.090,900 of silver. very much more in >ro- 
portion to. our increasing commerce than 
went through our mints during the days of 
Tree ami urilimited coinece of silver. 

The fall in the pride of silver can castly 
be arcounted for. in 1873 the world’s pro- 
éuct at coinage value was %81.909.909; in 2892 
its was $196.450.000; in 1893, $299.145.000. and in 
18M; $214.481,000.

THE OLD FOURTH GEORGIA, 


Survivors Warmly Welcomed at Alba- 

ny—History of the Regiment. 

Albany, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—Albany 
is in the hands of the survivors of the 
Fourth Georgia regiment. ‘Most of the 
veterans arrived by the Central train this 
afternoon and upon their arrival received 
a,generous welcome. 

The Albany Guards, which was one of 
the companies of the war regiment, met 
the veterans at the depot and fired a salute 
of thirteen volfeys. 

The attendance at this reunion will not be 
as large as usual, but there will be enough 
of the old fellows on hand to mezke the 
occasion interesting. Homes were assigned 
the veterans upon their arrival and tonight 
at the courthouse they will be formally 
welcomed, speeches being made by Mayor 
Wight, President Gilbert, of the associa- 
tion; Judge W. F. Jones, Thornton Wheat- 
ley and C. M. Furlow, of Americus; Cap- 
tain John F. Hester and others. 

The history of the Fourth Georgia regi- 
ment during the war was a briliiant one. 
The regiment was organized at Gosport 
navy yard, Portsmouth, Va., in May, 1861, 
and was composed of ten companies as fol- 
lows: LaGrange Light Guards, Baldwin 
Blues, Sumter L.ght Guards, Macon Coun- 
ty Volunteers, Glover Guard:, of Jasper 
county; Twiggs Volunteers, Southern 
Rifles, of Talbotton; Albany Guards, 
Toombs Volunteers and West Po‘nt Guards. 
Upon its organization Captain George 
Doles, of the Baldw:n Blues, who subse- 
quently became a brigadier general, was 
elected colonel, with Captain Mathis, of 
the- West Point Guards, as lieutenant 
colonel; Sergeant Charles Whitehead, of 
the Albany Guards, 2s major and Captain 
Phil Cook, of the Sumter Light Guards, 
as adjutant. Colonel Doles became general 
and was killed at Cold Harbor and was 
succeeded by General Cook. The regiment 
participated in the battle of Seven Pines, 
King’s schoolhouse, Maivern Hill, Manas- 
sas, Fredericksburg, Sharpsburg, both Wil- 
derness fights, Spottsyivanta Courthouse, 
Frazier’s Farm, Cold Harbor, Gettysburg 
and all the fighting around Petersburg. 

Of the 1,000 men of which the reg.ment 
was organized only about 100 are lert, but 
there are about 300 survivors who became 
members of the command dur.ng the pro- 
gress of the war.

Be Chief Justice. 


THE PRESENT COURT TO BE ABOLISHED 


Reformers Want To Get Ria of McIver. 
Gcvernor John Gary Evans Book- 
ed ior the Benate. 


Laurens, S. C., July 23.--(Special.)—-The 
political slate in South Carolina, as is very 
natural, has two sides to it. On one has 
been written in a plain, bold hand the al- 
leged issues before the constitutional con- 
vention and the people at large, while on 
the other there is a' faint, illegible tracing 
in cipher, known only by those who are 
in charge of the machinery of the gov- 
ernment. 

The cipher side has so far fallen under 
the eyes of those who are supposed to be 
loyal to the reform movement, but even 
Senator Irby, who is regarded as the vigi- 
lant custodian, has failed to keep the mys- 
terious side a complete secret. 

A man who is well known in the upper 
part of the state and is everywhere re- 
spected for his integrity, informed the 
writer as to the chief object of the con- 
stitutional convention. The supposed main 
issues which have been thrown out as food 
fur thought for the people now appear as 
mere collateral incidents. 

In the first place, the king motive back 
vf the constitutional convention movement 
is said to be the speedy aboligion of the 
present supreme court and the adoption of 
the appellate court in its stead. As long as 
Chief Justice Mclver rules against the con- 
Stitutionality of the reform laws there can 
be no hope on the part of the Irby fac- 
tion for absolute peace. The reformers 
recognize the necessity for the organiza- 
tion of a judiciary which is in pertect ac- 
cord with the legislative branch. ‘McIver 
must go, and then the camp will be cleared 
Of non-sympathizers.

In this manner does the secretary of 
the interior. Hon. Hoke Smith, introduce 
his campaign in Georgia in behalf of 
the single gold standard, referring, of 
course to the great democratic states- 
man, Hon. John T. Morgan, who spoke 
in Griffin last week. Senator Morgan 
was the democratic representative on 
the Behring sea commission, appointed 
by President Harrison, but it cannot be 
said of him, as has been said of others, 
that this official recognition gave him the 
mental staggers and caused him to re- 
verse the party faith in which he had 
been reared. Before appointment by 
President Harrison to the comparative- 
ly unimportant commission, on which he 
served with much distinction, Senator 
Morgan was earnestly in favor of the 
free coinage of both gold and silver. He 
was for it when he served on the com- 
mission, and he was stronger than ever 
in the faith when bis work was cou- 
pleted. In other words he did not bar- 
ter his convictions for an appointment. 

But this is merely an incident of Sec- 
retary Smith’s opening gun and we will 
let it pass for what it is worth. 

A liberal synopsis of the secretary’s 
speech is published elsewhere. It cov- 
ers identically the same ground often 
taken by John Sherman and which was 
treated in the fullest detail by Secretary 
Carlisle at Memphis. Indeed the speech 
is molded in exactly the same pattern 
as was that of the secretary of the treas- 
ury. Its premises are the same, its con- 
clusions are alike, and the speech, from 
first to last, is so strikingly similar to 
that of Secretary Carlisle’s as to force 
the suggestion that it is simply a revis- 
ion of the latter’s effort.

Now, the 
secretary’s professional engagements 
were uninterrupted to the very day of 
his appointment to the cabinet. He was 
as steadily engaged between the time 
he wrote his famous free coinage letter 
in 1890 to the beginning of his service, 
in March, 1893, as he was at the time 
he constituted himself the champion of 
free coinage. This being true, it is clear 
that having had no time, by his own 
admission, in which to prayerfully and 
studiously investigate the currency ques- 
tion between 1890 and 1893, his transla- 
tion must have taken place since the 
latter date. It is a remarkable fact that 
the secretary put himself immediately 
on record, following the president's inau- 
gural address, as being in hearty syin- 
pathy with the new financial poficy 
enunciated at that time; and when con- 
gress convened in the following August, 
the secretary and his newspaper were 
in the forefront of the battle for the 
single gold standard. Sinee, therefore,

The address speaks for itself, though 
we regret to say it lacks the essential 
element of interest which would have 
been injected into it by an “experience” 
talk, giving the story of his conversion.

Every werd the secretary says has al- 
ready been answered by his own mouth. 
He bases his entire argument upon the 
fact that the bullion value of the silver 
dollar is but 52 cents, and that free coin- 
age cannot impart by the simple fiat of 
the government the value of 100 cents to 
an article which is now commercially 
worth but 52 He ignores entire- 
ly the essential argument that if the sil- 
ver dollar of today is worth intrinsically 
but 52 cents, it is because of the dis- 
criminating legislation of the govern- 
ment which has deprived silver of the 
qualities which at the time of its de- 
monetization made it worth 3 cents 
more than the gold dollar. Of course 
silver has depreciated, and it is because 
the government has forced it down at 
the demand of foreign shylocks, impart- 
ing a steady appreciating value to gold, 
depreciating the 


cents. 


and proportionately 
value of silver. 

It is a time-honored doctrine of the 
democratic party that the breaking of 
the discriminating chain which now 
binds silver—that a return to the honest 
coinage conditions on which the currency 
of the country was based at its establish- 
ment—will readjust the parity between 
silver and gold, and the burden of proof 
remains for the gold standardists to 
show that such woukl not be the case, 
for when silver was demonetized in 1873 
the silver dollar was worth more than 
the gold dollar. 

If the position taken by Secretary 
Smith is correct, then the democratic 
party has been wrong all along, the re- 
publican party has been right, and we 
obtained the last national victory under 
false pretenses. He entirely vindicates 
John Sherman and puts the stamp of 
condemnation on every democratic con- 
gress that has met since 1873, in every 
one of which three-fourths or more of 
the democratic representatives voted in 
favor of undoing the infamy of 1873. 
Mr. Smith condemns every democratic 
campaign orator who for the past twen- 
ty years has taken the stump in Georgia 
for free coinage, and even as late as one 
year ago the chairman of the state dem- 
ocratic executive committee, Mr. Clay, 
and the democratic nominee for goy- 
ernor, Mr. Atkinson, declared the party 
favored the restoration of silver, and 
asserted the principle that this country 
was big enough and rich enough to take 
care of its own currency affairs “without 
awaiting the nod of any European 
monarch.” 

If the position of the democratic par- 
ty in the last presidential campaign had 
been that which Mr. Smith takes today, 

it would not have earried a single 
southern state, and the democratic party 
would have lost Georgia by from 30,000 
to 00,00 votes. If Mr. Smith represents 
any party policy it is that of the re- 
publicans, for his speech at Gainesville 
is based on a principle which has been 
condemned and denounced by the dem- 
ocratic party, and by a majority of its 
representatives in congress, ever since 
the issue has been before the people. 
To change our position now is to vindi- 
cate our opponents, the republicans. 

But the secretary confesses that up to 
two years ago he knew nothing what- 


ever about the question, for until he 


gave up the exacting details of profes- 
sional work he “had no time to study 
finance.” That was two years ago, and 
up to that time he was in favor of the 
free coinage of silver. Since then, out 
of the abundance of time at his disposal, 
he has learned enough to read veteran 
democratic statesmen out of the party, 
and now knows more about finances 
than the man who discovered the science 
—and all this was accomplished in the 
leisure moments snatched from his ardu- 
ous duties as a cabinet officer in the first 
few days of his official service.

A Murder Mystery. 

The libel suit of Dr. Hearne, of Los 
Angeles, against Editor DeYoung, of San 
I'rancisco, promises to turn out badly 
for the doctor. 

The defendant is taking depositions 
which go to show that he was not very 
far wrong when he published a story 
of the Stillwell murder which impli- 
cated the plaintiff. The story appeared 
some time ago, and was brought out to 
throw light upon Mrs. Hearne’s divorce 
from the doctor and her re-marriage to 
him a few hours later. 

Mrs. Hearne was the wife of Amos J. 
Stillwell, of Hannibal, Mo. She was 
a very charming woman and her hus- 
band was very wealthy. It was evident 
to the people of Hannibal that the lady 
had married old Stillwell for his money, 
but that did not affect her social posi- 
tion. Shortly after her marriage her 
herves gave her a great deal of trouble, 
and she engaged Dr. Hearne, who was 
the fashionable physician of the place. 
After awhile people began to talk, and 
they are now repeating that talk under 
oath in their depositions in the libel 
case. , 

One night in December, 1888, the Still- 
wells and Dr. Hearne were present at 
a progressive euchre party. Mrs. Still- 
well did not appear at all nervous. She 
won the prize, and left with her husband 
after the game, just pefore the dancing 
commenced. Before leaving, however, 
she held a whispered conference with 
Hearne in the cloakroom. 

That night Stillwell was murdered, 
Mrs. Stillwell slept with two small chil- 
dren in the same room with her husband, 
who occupied another bed. Her state- 
ment is that she was aroused from her 
sleep by the noise made by an ax as it 
went crashing through Stillwell’s skull. 
The murderer fled. and the woman: 
clad in her nightgown, rushed over to 
her neighbor's to summon help. Her con- 
duct was that of a person who had sud- 
denly gone mad, but Dr. Hearne came in 
presently and took charge of her. 

The coroner’s jury could not fix the 
guilt upon anybody and a reward of 
$10,000 was offered for the murderer. 

In less than a year the widow Still- 
well married Dr. Hearne. The Hanni- 
bal people began to talk in a quiet way 
and the Hearnes lost cast socially. They 
moved away and lived in several places, 
and their fortune was gradually frittered 
away. Then came the divorce, the re- 
marriage, the publication in the San 
Francisco paper, and the libel suit. 

The depositions taken at Hannibal 
show that Mrs. Stillwell was in’ love 
with Hearne before her husband's mur- 
der, and that on the night of the tragedy 
Mrs. Stillwell changed her gown be- 
fore going to the neighbor’s. Another 
gown with blood on the sleeves was 
found on the premises. It is also in 
evidence that Dr. Hearne more than 
once spoke about killing Stillwell or 
causing him to be killed. 

The evidence collected by DeYoung 
has stirred up the good people of Hanni- 
bal, and they say that Hearne will be 
indicted when the grand jury meets in 
August. But it does not. follow that 
he will be convicted. Mrs. Hearne is 
now the wreck of her former self, and 
is very nervous. Her husband is evi- 
dently worried, but he defies his accus- 
ers to bring any proof against him. 

The case created a great sensation in 
the west seven years ago, and public in- 
terest in it is again at white heat.

Women and the Law. 

Mrs. Mary A. Livermore has been in- 
terviewed by a Boston reporter in re- 
gard to the case of Maria Barberi, the 
woman who killed her betrayer in New 
York. 

Mrs. Livermore is an advanced cham- 
pion of woman’s rights. Here is what 
she says: 

This woman should have been tried by a 
jury of her peers. I do not mean by girls, 
but by women of mature age, by matrons. 
To such a jury the case might have been 
intrusted ‘without hesitationg It would 


have acquitted her. I would have ac- 
quitted her. A man shoots down his wife’s 


companion, and though a form of arrest | 


and trial is gone through with, it is but a 
form, for the man is acquitted, and the 
public says that it is right. When a wo- 
man undertakes to avenge her innocence 
she is condemned to death. And yet they 
say that women have their rights. I for 
one cannot blame ‘Maria Barberi. If the 
law will not protect women—and it won’t— 
they must protect themselves. I would 
have done what she did myself. 

She furthermore says that if a man 
‘ruined her daughter she would slay him 
without hesitation. It is her idea that 
the Barberi girl should be pardoned, 
and provided for in some good institu- 
tion. 

Many people lean toward this view of 


| tha,gase, but under the law the prison- 


er committed murder, and in this eoun- 
try we must enforce our laws or have 
anarchy. The leading dailies of New 
York ‘all take this position, but they ad- 
mit that Maria Barberi should not suf- 


‘ fer death. They want her punished, and 


suggest that the governor should com- 
mute her sentence to a term of impris- 
onment. 

The trouble about a pardon is this: It 
would establish a precedent that would 
be abused. Reckless women would

The Danger of Too Much Brain.

A stranger would never have noticed any- 
thing wrong about the boy. It was no- 
ticed in the family alone. He never did 
anything dangerous, so we never thought 
it necessary to confine the lad. He was 
at the ship to see ene off and appeared all 
right them. 


If too much brain will cause a boy to 
butcher his mother it is high time that 
parents begin to watch their precocious 
youngsters. After all, the boy who is 
not too brilliant stands the best chance 
of turning out all right. When a child 
is so remarkably brainy that he is re- 
garded as an exception there is danger 
that he will die early, go mad or develop 
into a monster.

A LARGE DELEGATION IS COMING 


General Underwood Is in the City, ang 
Talks of the Chicago Delegation That 
Will Invade Atianta in November. 


General John C. Underwood, director and 
general manager of the Chicago and South- 
ern States Association and chairman on 
transportation appointed from the associa. 
tion, reached the city yesterday and is 
registered at the Aragon. 

The association of which Mr. Underwood 
is the representative is greatly interested 
in Atlanta and the south, und active prep. 
arations are being made for the invasiog 
of the scuth this fall by the army of Capi- 
talists of Chicago. The association is com- 
posed of the best citizens of that city and 
represents $500,000,000 of capital. It is 
officered by scme of the most infiuentia) 
men of Chicago, all of whom are exceed- 
ingly anxious to visit the south and be 
come acquaintec with vur people. 

Mr. Underwood is working hard for the 
stccess of the exposition, and his visit to 
Atlanta means much. He will spend sey- 
eral days in the city in conference with 
President Collier, of the exposition com- 
pany, and before he returns to Chicago he 
will make all arrangements for the coming 
of the association this fall, and the ex- 
hibit that will be made from his state. 


Fle is very enthusiastic in his work, and ig 
receiving a great deal of encouragement. 

lt was General Underwood who originated 
and carried out the scheme of building a 
monument to the confederate dead who died 
in prisons around Chicago. 

“The association is backing the exposi- 
tion,”” said General Underwood last night, 
‘and will come many hundred strong. It 
was determined at the last meeting of the 
executive board to visit Atlanta and the 
south in November. The trains will leave 
Chicago on the Sth of that mcnth and will 
arrive in Atlanta on the morning of the 
10th. The excugsion will comprise the best 
and most influential men of the greatest 
city of the continent, and will in all prob- 
ability number from 4,000 to 6,000 people. 
the party to be escorted by the First regi- 
ment of infantry of the National Guard, 
Colonel H. L. Turner commanding. Thig 
is the regiinent that fired the salute over 
the dead confederates as part of the cere- 
monies of the dedication of the confederate 
monument in Oakland cemetery in Chicago 
on the 3d of last May. The regiment com- 
prises the best young men of Chicago, and 
is thoroughly a representative body of the 
military spirit of the northeast. It is most 
liberal in its views, possessing a stanch 
feeling of good will towards the south. 
It will be dccompanied by one of the finest 
bands in the United States, numbering more 
than eighty musicians, including Grum and 
bugle corps, and, strange to say, the en- 
tire regiment of 800 muskets will appear 
here on dress parade in elegant gray uni- 
fcrms. 

“The association which I represent com- 
prises members representing social, club 
and business interests ‘of the city of Chi- 
cago, and whatever delegation it will 
send to Atlanta will be a correct and true 
type of the liberal ideas and advanced 
spirit of that great metropolis. 

“The association will visit Atlanta not in 
a business way, but as citizens of one great 
section to meet those of another, and it 
is hoped that arrangements will be made 
by and through which large delegatidns of 
prominent citizens from the principal cities 
of the gulf and seaboard states will be 
invited to come to Atlanta and meet the 
tremendous delegation from Chicago in 
November. . 

“Since the First regiment will come as the 
special escort of the party from Chicago 
it is hoped that many of the crack mili- 
tary companies, battalions and regiments 
of the south will make arrangements to 
visit Atlanta at the same time in order 
that they may meet their militant brothers 
from the northwest. Tile association re- 
ferred to is the outgrowth of the great 
demonstration that was made in Chicago 
on fhe occasion of the dedication of the 
confederate monument there, during 
which many of the most distinguished ex- 
confederate generals were present. They 
were banqueted, toasted and otherwise en- 
terta.ned by that city. The Hberal manner in 
which Chicago acted in subscribing toward 
the monument and the hearty good feeling 
with which -t extended numerous hosp-‘tali- 
tles to the representatives of the south re- 
ceived such welcome response throughout 
the entire southland as to make the 
reciprocal movement a possibility and the 
movement has now grown to guch magni- 
tude as to assuMe a most complete suc- 
cess, effective socially and through its out- 
com.ng materially to the advantage of 
both sections, especially the south, for it 
is only necessary that the substantial and 
influential people of the northwest learn 
the characteristics of the south to have 
siich confidence and liking of the people 
as shall surely redound to its redevelop- 
ment, 

“My idea is that the two sections should 
know each other.in the broadest sense of

The battlefields around Atlanta are to De 
marked and given definite and perpetual 
identity. 

A meeting of prominent veterans 
held this afternoon to outline the work, 

Undei the guidance and direction of the 
confederate veterans’ camp the work is to 
be done and that it will be done well it is 
only necessary to state thay the marking 
will be done by veterans who fought over 
the hills around Atlanta and who conse- 
auentivy Know what they are talking about 
when they plant a signboard directing the 
visitor to any point of interest. 

Several weeks ago The Constitution print- 
ed a short interview with Captain George 
B. Forbes, deputy city clerk, relative 1.0 
the two large cannon pits in the *estern 
part of the city. Captain Forbcs exp-ecssed 
the idea that the two pits, which are yet in 
u fine state of preservation, should be 
marked in sone way and should be mace 
as much like they once were as jossible tor 
the benetit°of the visitur. The .nterview 
caught the eye cf some oft the .nembers cf 
the confederate vt terans’ camp, and at the 
next meeting of the camp a resolution was 
presented expressitg @ desire that the bat- 
around Atlanta should be marked 
so that the visitors trom the north, and es- 
pecially the ‘irand Army of the Republic 
men, could find the points of interest as they 
figured during that The resoiution 
was adopted, and a committee was appoint- 
ed to take the matter in charge. That ccm- 

for its chairman Colonel L. P. 
and since its appointment it has 
diligently at work seeing what could 

be done to bring about what was wanted. 

“The members of the committee;’’ said Col- 
onel Thomas yesterday, “have been togeth- 
er and have discussed the matter n.ore than 
once. The more we discuss it the more we 
are satisfied that the battlefields and cther 
points that will be of interest to the visitors 
from the north should be marked. There is 
hut one thing that keeps us from doing it, 
and that is that we have noi the funds. But 
that shall not stand in the way as long as 
the people of Atlanta have a purse aid the 
price is so small.” 

“How much wiil it take?” was asked. 

“Less than 3250 will do all that is needed, 
That is a small amount, anu ihere win be 
no trouble to raise the money. Our camp 
is compelléd to use every dollar it has for 
the benefit of the veterans who can’t work, 
but if we can’t raise the money from the 
people of the city,we will raise it among our- 
selves. I¢ won’t take much, ang the man- 
ner in which it will be expended will do 
more good than any other way the money 
could he used. 

“There are lots of people right here in 
Atlanta who appreciate the importance of 
the historical points about the city. Now 
Atlarta is surrounded with points of hts- 
torical interest. From the 2th of July un- 
til the 28th it was almost a constant fight, 
and more than one battle which had a de- 
cided bearine on the result as it came out 
‘was fought during that time. None of the 
places are marked, and every Cay our peo- 
ple ride and drive over them witrout giving 
a theveht to the hard fights which vere 
enacted there. 

“The battle of Peachtree creek bears no 
mark by which it could be feund by some 
of the people who have been living here for 
years. Now a few dollars spent in plant- 
ing boards showing where the lines of 
the battle were and showing where the 
headquarters of the various commanders 
were located would not hurt any one and 
would add much to the interest of the vis- 
itor. Then the battle of Atlanta, one of 
the bloodiest and hardest of all, has noth-

ing to designate it. If we plant a few sign 
boards. directing the visitor it will serve 
to direct many of our home people who 
have not given the matter any study. The 
place where McPherson fell is marked by 
his monument, but on that same day and 
not far away General Walker, of the con- 
federate army, a man just as brave, fell 
and there is nothing to tell @here it was. 
Then the old Ponder Hill house, which was 
torn to pieces, and the Howard house 
might be indicated. On the 28th there was 
lots of fighting around where Westview is, 
and the places are not marked. Just where 
the large flower gardens are in the ceme- 
tery was some of the bloodiest fighting I 
have ever seen, while between the two 
roads it was almost worth the life of the 
soldier who was there on the 28th. 

“So it is all over and around the city. 
It would be impossible to mark some of 
the places, as they are not within the 
city limits and upon them stand some 
of the best residences of Atlanta. But 
there are ways to designate where the hard 
points of the engagement were, and that is 
what we have’decided to do. At the iast 
meeting of the special committee another 
committee was appointed. That committee 
carries my name and the names of Gener- 
al Evans, Professor Moore, Judge Calhoun, 
Captain E. P. Howell, Colonel Albert How- 
ell and Captain Robert Clayton. @t has the 
power to add to its membership and to lo- 
cate the points of interest and mark them 
and to raise what money maly be needed. 
That committee will have a meeting in 
Judge. Calhoun’s office Wednesday after- 
noon when some plan for the work will 
be formulated. That the work will be done 
there is no doubt, but just the manner 
in. which it will be done cannot be told 
yet, as we do not Know.” 

It is more than likely that within the 
next few weeks the confederate veterans 
will be at work making the line of bat- 
tle around Atlanta and placing markers at 
the headquarters of the commanding offi- 
cers and other points of interest.

Superintendent of the Convict Camp at 
Minneola Has Been Suspended 


AND AN INVESTIGATION WILL BE MADE 


The GovernorIs Determined to Find Who 
Is To Blame .ortbe Death o! the 
Young Lonav.ci. 


Captain Gary, superintendent of the con- 
vict camp at Minneolg, has been relieved 
from duty by Governor Atkinson. 

The leave of absence from the post of 
commandant of the convict camp was due 
to the untimely death of Porter Stocks, 
and it will continue until August 3d if it 
does not becorne permanent. 

On the day designated there will be an 
official investigation of the death of Stocks, 
and if Captain Gary makes a showing that 
is satisfactory to the Officials who have 
charge of the penitentiary system, he will 
be returned to duty; but if he does not, he 
will be removed and another will be ape 
pointed in his place. 

The death of Stocks and the manner in 
which it was accomplished is by no means 
yatisfactory to Judge aurner, principal 
Keeper of the penitentiary, his assistant, 
Captain Jake Moore, the governor or any 
one else, and the investigation is deemed 
necessary in order to ascertain just who 
is to blame for the suicide of Stocks, 
laws of Georgia, according to the best 
reading, have never been interpreted so 
as to give a convict the liberties that Stocks 
evidently enjoyed. There is no clause 
which allows a prisoner serving a term to 
go about the country armed with a gun 
hunting for bullfrogs and bats or which 
gives him the right to visit the homes of 
planters near the camp. Neither is there 
a law or a rule which permits one wearing 
the garb of a convict to imbibe so freely 
as to become intoxicated or, for that mat- 
ter, to drink at all unless under the guid- 
ance and directions of the penitentiary phy- 
Sicilian at the camp. 

That Porter Stocks was given every facil- 
ity to do all of these things there is no 
doubt, and that he exercised the oppor- 
tunity afforded in some way is equaily 
certain. 

But who gave him the permission to in- 
fringe upon the laws governing a convict’s 
life? 

That is the question the governor and 
the principal keeper of the penitentiary 
have been revolving in their minds since 
Stocks took his life, and as there is but 
one way to ascertain and that is by a 
thorough investigation, an order suspend- 
ing Captain Gary, who was in charge of the 
camp, has been issued and along with it 
an edict calling for a complete investiga- 
tion on the 3d of next month. 

Stocks was most certainly given privi- 
leges to which convicts are in no way en- 
titled. That he was allowed to go and 
come as he wished there is not the slightest 
doubt, and that he had access to firearms, 
something a convict is not allowed, is be- 
yond a doubt. Then, too, it is certain that 
it was never out of the power of Stocks 
to secure something to drink when he 
wanted it. These facts have shown the 
officials of the penitentiary system that the 
convict government is very lax and that 
something should be done to correct the 
evil. All of the circumstances surround. 
ing the death of Stocks show beyond a 
doubt that the system is very loose and 
that it demands attention at once and a 
quick remedy. There are reasonsto believe 
that Stocks is not the only convict in the 
state who is not treated just like the law 
says a convict shall be treated by the camp 
superintendents, but it Is probable that 
public attention would not have been at- 
tracted to the matter but for the sulcide of 
Stocks and the developments which have 
since come. The governor and the princi- 
pal keeper of the penitentiary are determ- 
ined that anything like such favoritism 
shall be stopped, and the indications are 
that. there is more than one convict who 
will regret that Stocks suicide on accotnt 
of the developments since. 

It may be, however, that Captain Gary 
will be able, when the investigation is 
opened next month, to show that he did 
not violate any of the prison rules when 
he gave Stocks so much liberty.

Promise of a Great Bull Movement °To 
Soon Set Ip. 


CROP IN TEXAS LATE AND SMALL 


Beptember Receipts Will Be Extremely 
Light—A Campaign of Education. 
Some Interesting Figares. 


From ‘he Galveston News. e 

The following concerning the cotton mar- 
ket has oeen prepered by a well-known 
firm of Galvestcn cotton deaiers and for- 
warded to their European correspondents: 

The market at present is dull and feat- 
ureless on account of the small sales of 
cotton in Liverpool, which doubtless are 
caused by spinrers being unable to make 
new contracts for yarn on a paying basis. 
They must, however, be making a hole in 
their reserve stocks of raw cctton, as we 
hear nothing of short time and they are 
not buying thetr regular full time con- 
sumption. Free buying by Manchester is 
the only element jacking for a good ad- 
vance. Everything else is ripe for it, and 
at the same time there is no overloaded 
weak long interest waiting for a gcod mar- 
ket to get out on. On the contrary, there 
is an army who are only waiting for the 
signal to buy. It is generally agreed that 
Manchester buying would be the signal. 
It is also believed that if Manchester dows 
not take the lead she will be forced by 
circumstances to follow, but this will be 
later on. In other words, if Manchester 
comes in soon the great bull movement 
will commence soon, but that it is in- 
evitably coming, and that ‘before very 
long, is almost the universai opinion. The 
reasons for this confidence are many and 
Bound. 

First, and Most Important—The wonder- 
ful trade revival in this country, as evi- 
denced by the almcst universal and volun- 
tary augmentation of wages and the in- 
crease of bank clearances. 

Second—The low price of cotton as com- 
pared with other seasons. 

Third—The prospects of a very 
emailer crop than last year. 

Fourth—The lateness of the crop, expos- 
Ing it to further dangers and curtailment. 

Fifth—The larger corn crop, rendering 
farmers more independent. Taking these 
reasons up one by one: 

No. 1—Needs no comment, save that thers 
is a very optimistic feeling abrcad, and at 
the same time the people have learned 
their lesson and are acting cautiously yet 

No 2—To those who object to my calling 
the present price of cotton low and who 
say that cotton can be raised for 5 cents on 
plantations, I would say that on the best 
lands, where fertilizers arse not 
and which yield anywhere from three- 
quarters to one bale per acre, that this 
ruay be possible in a season where they 
raise a large crop and at a time when, 
owing to general depression, everything 
is cheap and labor abundant and going 
begging—such as last season. But that on 
perhaps 9%) per cent of the cotton lands of 
the United States it would be impossible in 
any season to raise at a profit for 5 cents: 
that with a moderate crop such a _ price 
would leave a heavy loss, and that with 
a small crop it would be accentuated if 
supplies were dear and labor scarce and 
well paid.

No. 3—The last crop (that is, 1894-95) gave | 


a phenomenal yield to the acre, especially 
in Texas. The largest yield hitherto in 
Texas has been estimated at 9-16 bale to 
the acre. From an experience of twenty 
years, I judge that the yield this past 
season exceeded all others dvuring that 
period. The plant was immense, heavily 
fruited and met with absolutely no mishap 
cf importance from the time the sced was 
put into the ground till they plowed the 
fields up for the coming crcep of 1893-96. 
The seasons were as hear perfect as they 
ever are. I think it is a moderate claim 
that Texas averaged five-eighths of a bale 
to the ecre in 1894-95. (This would mean, 
with 3,250,000 bales in Texas, an acreage 
ot 5,200,000, which, I1 believe, was about 
last year’s acreage.) Now, if we had had 
up to date as favorable conditions as last 
geason, and if the acreage were unchanged, 
and if the same amount of fertilizers had 
been used, it would even then be very im- 
probable that we could make as large a 
crop as last season, because that would 
need a combination of favorable circum- 
stances henceforward equal to last year, 
which was phenomenal. But we are far 
from being in the position’ now that we 
were at this time last year. 

The acreage has been reduced. 

Less fertilizers have been used. 

Planting was very late, owing to lack of 
rain and hard ground. 

Germination was slow. 

Then we were deluged, and growth was 
further delayed by inability to clear the 
fields of weeds and grass. 

The condition per agricultural bureau on 
July ist, while exceeding that expected from 
private reports, is the lowest on record, and 
while Texas has picked up a little from its 
exceptionally low condition on July Ist, the 
other states are said to have retrograded, 
and in the last two or three days Texas has 
again suifered from tremendous rains in 
the northern portion, It is in this condition 
that the crop enters the critical months of 
July and August. With equally favorable 
conditions from now on we are still that 
much behind. What will be the result if we 
have a drought in August, the fruiting pe- 
riod? I say unmistakably disaster. In 
Short, we need pretty favorable circum- 
Stances to make a favorable crop. Now, 
what is the present crop? (1894-95). Mr. Neill 
said it was to be 10,250,000 growth, and | 
think he said this was minimum:

Now, we carried into this crop 
at least a normal amount of old cotton from 
the last three crops. A good deal of «otton 
came forward that had been obstinately 
held for two or three years. Suppose we 
put down the old cotton that was counted 
in this crop at 150,000 bales and allow that 
there are now in. the country [50,000 Lales, 
Wwaoich will not appear till next crop, that

It may be objected 
that the advance then was a mistaken one, 
based on errors in estimate of consumpticn, 
but I think hardly any one will deny that 
the consumption now is as large, or «ven 
larger than it Was estimated to be then.

The sudden movement in railroad stocks, 
particularly those affected by crop pros- 
pects, was, in the opinion of many con- 
servative people, a fresh evidencetof the 
professional character of the current specu- 
lation.

The Plumbers’ Strike Ended in a 
Compromiss Yesterday. 


DIDN'T GOTO WORK YESTERDAY MORNING 


But the Conference Committes Got To- 
gether and Arranged All Differ- 
ences—The Agreement.

The differences between the journeymen 
plumbers of Atlanta and their employers 
have been amicably settled, and the strike 
inaugurated by the journeymen yesterday 
morning has been declared off. The strikers 
will return to work this morning flushed 
with the eonsciousness of victory. 

An account of the trouble between the 
journeymen and master plumbers of the 
city was given in yesterday's Constitution. 
The journeymon held a big meeting last 
Saturday night, at which a set of resolu- 
tions was adopted setting forth certain 
objections to the scale of hours they were 
working and demanding a reduction of 
vvurk hours from ten to nine on five days 
of the week and from ten to eight hours 
on Saturday. The resolutions set forth that 
if they were not agreed to by the master 
plumbers by quittirg time Monday the 
journeymen would decline to go to work 
yesterday morning. 

Presented to the Masters Yesterday. 

Those resolutions were presented to the 
ss ' master plumbers Monday morning, and 
. . during the day the masters held a meetiiig, 
at whieh an amendment, in the form of a 
<et of resolutions, was adopted to the set 
presented by the journeymen, the masters 
pet conceding the points demanded by the 
journeymen. That amendment was read 
to a big meeting of the journeymen held 
Monday night, and by a unanimous vote 
it was rejected, the journeymen deciding 
that they would go out on @ strike yester- 
day morning. The resolutions adopted by 
the journeymen and the amendmnt offered 
by the masters appeared in yesterday's 
Constitution. ; 

One Hundred and Forty Struck. 

Yesterday morning the journeymen kept 
aration to a man, and about 140 
plumbers’ helpers refused to 
remained idle during the 
ttlement of the differ- 
ences by the masters and ‘the journeymen’s 
conference committee. The journeymen 
felt confident that a settlement would be 
reached during the day, and it is said that 
every plurrber in the city except two re- 
mained away from ‘their work during the 
day. 

Early yosterday morning the conference 
committee appointed by the journeymen 
plumbers at Monday night’s meeting trans- 
mitted to the masters @ communication 
stating that the agreement proposed by the

. masters was unsatisfactory to the journey- 
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a The master plumbers replied to that com- 
munication inviting the conference commit- 
tee to meet them in conference at the 
Hunnicutt @ ‘Bellingrath Company's at 
12:30 o’clock. In respone to that invitation 
the committee, headed by Chairman fc. a 
Langston, appeared at the meeting place 
at the hour stated and the objections of 
the journeymen to the amendment pro- 
posed by the masters were stated by 
Chairman Langston. The meeting was a 
long and warm one, the result being that a 
satisfactory agreement between the com- 
mittee and the masters was reached short- 
ly after 2 o’clock. ‘Later in the afterncon 
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“ meeting of the journeymen plumbers held 

' ‘at Federation hall on Alabama street and 
it was enthusiastically and unanimously 
approved with a vote of thanks to Chair- 
man ‘Langston and his conference commit- 
tee. 

Gain Seven Hours a Week. 

Under tthe agreement reached, which 
was signed by the conference committee 
on the part of the journeymen plumbers 
and by the master plumbers of the city, 
the journeymen wll work only nine hours 
per day in future instead of ten as hereto- 
; fore. On Saturdays they will work only 
g eight hours instead of ten as in the past. 
This will make a total of seven hours 
less work each week for every journeyman 
plumber in the city. 

Another important point in the settle- 
ment of the differences betwéen the 
journeymen and masters was an agreement 
that each party to the agreement shall 
give six days’ notive of any proposed change 
in the agreement. 
oy Mr. Cc. W. Hunnicutt, president of the

The Crop Report of the Last Week Shows 
That the Crops Throughout the 
State Are in Good Shape. 


—_——— ned 
Georgia’s crops are in the most flourish- 
ing condition. The report of the weather 
service for the last week shows that there 


was never such bright prospects. 

Forecast Officer Hunt declares that the 
reports of the correspondents in all parts 
of the state show that there was never 
such an abundance of corm as is promised 


by this year’s crop. 

Here is his report for the past week: 

“Another week of warm, showery, sun- 
shiny weather has further improved all 
crops in Georgia, except in tne northern 
section, where.cotton is not doing as well 
as could be wished, the plant being still 
small and backward and jn some localities 
suffering from rust. In other sections of 
the state the cotton crop is doing fairly 
well, and with favorable weather from 
now on will no doubt return a very good 
yield. The corn crop is practically made, 
and in the opinion of a great majority of 
our reporters will be one of the largest, if 
not the largest, ever grown in the state. 
The wheat yield is turning out very light, 
but the quality of the grain is good. Fruit 
gardens and all minor crops, with few ex- 
ceptions, were never better. 


Northwest Section. 


“The past week in the northwest section 
has, as a rule, been favorable for the 
growth and cultivation of crops. Temper- 
ature has ranged slightly above the nor- 
mal. Showers have tallen in nearly every 
locality. In Gordon county, on the 15th, 
high winds, accompanied by heavy rain, 
did considerable damage to gorn by blow- 
ing and breaking it down. Cotton is not 
forming nor fruiting as well..as desired 
and the prospect at present, at the best, 
is only fair. In some localities its poor con- 
dition is attributed to rust. Corn is very 
goog. The pea crop will be very large. 
Melons are almost a failure. Worms are 
working on cabbage. With this exception 
gardens are good. Wheat thfeshing is 
nearly completed, The yield is light, but 
the grain good, 


North Section. 


“In this section the weather during the 
past seven days has been hot, with very 
little rain. What little rain fell was in 
partial showers, and only in a few excep- 
tional cases was’ the precipitation heavy 
enough to revive the crops, which are be- 
ginning to need rain. Corn is in extra fine 
condition, but is badly in need of moisture. 
All work upon the growing crops will prob- 
ably close this week, except late corn and 
peas.

The greater portion of 
both the cotton and corn crops has already 
been laid by.

“Plenty of rain-and ample sunshine have 
improved most crops in the southern gee- 
tion. Cotton, although in fair condition, is 
in some fields shedding its fruit. Corn is 
unusually fine, and there will be a large 
crop. Fodder will soon be ready to pull. 
Melons have nearly all been shipped to 
market. A fine crop of German millet has: 
been saved. Peaches and apples are abund- 
ant, but the former are rotting in some 
orchards owing te wet weather. Sugar 
cane, field peas, rice and other minor crops 
are in a high state of cultivation, and give 
every promise of large yields. 


Southeast Section. 


“Temperature has been about normal in 
the southeastern counties and good show- 
ers have fallen in every locality. The cérn 
crop, which is now made, is a very fine one. 
Fodder pulling has commenced. Cotton is 
fruiting nicely and the present prospect is 
for a good yield. Rice is exceptionally 
good.

Memphis, Tenn., July 23.—(Special.)—For 
the second time this vear the coming of 
the Atlanta baseball team to Memphis has 
brought the local club to a collapse. This 
time the catastrophe seems irreparable, and 
it is not considered at all likely that Mem- 
phis will be longer represented in the 
southern league. There were no indications 
of trouble in the ranks yesterday and to- 
day's game was advertised as usual, draw- 
ing cut the usual meager crowd. But 
when the game was called at 4 o’cilcck only 
the Atlanta team was on the ground, and 
the game was given to the Georgians. The 
Spectators were much surprised. Investiga- 
tion showed that the Memphis team kad 
laid down. At 9 o’clock last night Jack 
Wentz, the acting manager of the team, 
wired President Nicklin that the players 
refused to work any more without pay. 
An answer to this dispatch was awaited 
during the morning; and as no reply came 
up to the hour of going on the field the 
Memphis team refused to go out. Up toa 
late hour tonight the reply from Mr. 
Nicklin has been awaited for in vain, and 
this leads the players to Belfeve that it is 
Mr. Nicklin’s purpose to let the Memphis 
franchise and team drop out of the league. 
There is no probability that any reorgani- 
zation can be effected in Memphis. At the 
time of the first collapse Frank Smith 
stepped in, assumed charge and saved the 
team from collapse. Ten days ayo he let 
g0, and the team was on the verge of 
going to pieces when Charley Frank in- 
duced some of his friends to put up enough 
money to pay some of¢the back salaries. 
This helped the boys to make the trip to 
Montgomery and New Orleans. It was 
hoped the Sunday games at New Orleans 
would help out, but rain interfered with 
them. The team returned poorer than it 
went away. On the opening game yester- 
day with Atlanta there was not $25 in the 
gate. Then the boys came to the conclu- 
sion that they would risk it no longer, and 
the dispatch to Nicklin resulted. Had 
Charley Frank been in shape to get around 
the collapse might have been averted, but 
he is in the hospital with an injured leg. 
The silence of Mr. Nicklin cannot be un- 
derstood here. No one knows what will 
be done; even Manager Knowles, of the 
Atlantas, cannot get a reply to dispatches 
asking instructions as to his future move- 
ments. 

Acting Manager Wentz said this evening 
that he thought it was Nicklin’s purpose 
to drop Memphis and some other club, 
likely Little Rock, and play the season 
with six clubs.

Tt was not the fault of President Nickl'n 
that the messages did not reach him. 
President Nicklin is now in New Orleans 
and just as soon as he heard of the Mem- 
phis situation last night he wired Manager 
Wentz to-keep the men together and at 
the same time guaranteed the amounts due 
the players. The Memphis team will be in 
the game this afternoon and if the At- 
lantas get the game today they will have 
to play good ball for it.
